THE SOCIAL EVTL OP TO-DAY. 


Since the city arst began to crystallize Into the 


present dense population Mew York uaa been 
afflicted wuu the scourge Of prostitution to a degree 
not exceeded la any other city in America. To 
8o.cn an extent lias the evil grown that the present 
proportions are spreading an alarm through all 
classes of tUe community, whence comes the cry, 
"Can we not stay it?" A close and Intelligent ex- 
amination of the facts placed before gene readers 
of the HEIEALD will enable them to decide for them- 
selves upon this point. Surely it is now time lor 
the most powerful agents to be at worK; 11 is now 
time to concentrate ail active energies to extinguish 
a vice which '.is doing more to desecrate peacelul 
liomes, to disorganize society, to multiply disease, 
and to Indoctrinate with suutie poisons the high and 
the low, the rich and the poor, than any other 
BDCCICS of dissipation. 


It is the parent of evil. 'It is not only a social 


evil, it is a sanitary evil, a financial evil, ana is even 
becoming a political evil. Let any one reflect upon 
Its enormity—that it comprehends every excess ana 
panders to every appetite. Let him reflect that, 
like every vice, It is boundless. Unless restrained, 
nnless hemmed in ana narrowed down to prescribed 
Hums, who can tell where the foul waters will not 
flow ? Who Is prepared to say that an iniquity com- 
prehending all others, the most powerful on eartn, 
attacking the greatest weakness of men, will not, 11 
neirlectea. plunge society into a debauchery that 
•was respectaole when Rome was glorious, and re- 
fined when Greece was In tne day of her prcud 
pmiosophy? 
A retrospection must convince any 


one that the social evil Is a child of rapiu growth. 
It is nurtured by low passions, supported By ple- 
thoric purses, having among its patrous.poiiticians, 
lawyers, doctors, judges, and even ministers, whoso 
combined influence supports and keeps the institu- 
tion alive, for they have made It an institution. 


At first, as far as there are authentic records, the 


evil was rife among the !ovr and base-born of men. 
It nourished there. No laws, no pronunciamentos 
or tne Cliurch, no eloquent pleading of Christianity, 
no wisdom from the moralist could m turn check It. 
The institution matured. As was its mission Its 
devotees swelled in number, Its victims became 
more fierce m their efforts to obtain a higher ho.d 
upon the superior classes until the day of its triumph 
drew nlgli. Thrones grovelled in me dnst of prosti- 
tution, monarclis became customers ot the vice, in- 
ingue was tue rule at courts and virtue was re- 
Earded as a, vulgar error. All tas niceties of lewfl. 
ness took their-place in dress and modesty became a 
common vagrant. Such is the history of the social 
evil irom the hour when the Jews first aeflled the 
purity of the race, aud cacti succeeding century has 
shown that its fooiliokl is bacoinlng firmer aud 
firmer. As public morals existed in. the nations of 
antiquity a steady decline can be noted from the day 
trnen proa'itution became an estabasned fact. Take 
Athens. 
Whca ttis flourishing State of the 


remote ages permitted 
the vile creatures to 


solicit men in the public places and placed 
tae seal of official approval upon tne most 
aggravating forms of debauchery, it was then that 
Athens began to be overhung by the dark clouds of 
fier luture uselessness. The same 13 true of Home. 
Public orgies were admitted, nay, in some cases 
compelled oy law, and the higher classes became 
tainted and speedily gave themselves to unrestrained 
licentiousness. 


At this time tne traveller abroad can see tas re- 


D.alDS of the frightful excesses to which the Roman 
people carried their vices. At Pompeii there have 
been cxcavatea the houses wherein syrens carried 
on their base business, exhibiting statuary in tha 
most Indecent postures. Figures carved in stone 
Bud indicating by the most revolting emblems the 
nature of the house, are to this dav visible among 
tbe ruins of the burled city. The scenes, in painting 
and relief alone, attest to what depravity men can 
Sink. 


• In dancing at the evil in the countries existing at 
• later day the earae truths are apparent. Every- 
where that ignorance, prejudice ana superstition 
Had sway tSere could be lound a looseness among 
the female population. In Scam, during the biaci; 
end bloody days of the Roman Church; among tne 
filthy brothels of Italian States; in Frauce. during the 
barbarities of the middle ages; in Portugal, where 
women have been universally depraved; in Belgium, 
Prussia, Kussla, Denmark, Switzerland, Sweden and 
Korway, Croat Britain, Mexico, Central and South 
America, Java, Sumatra,. Borneo, and among the 
•eml-civtllzed nations the evil has existed like a 
spreading contagion. In the more enlightened and 
progressive of tao countries named it has appeared 
lu tno leaser degrees. Hence the synonym of the 
•ocial evil is Ignorance. Hut from tlio time of the 
Jewish harlots to ttus hour la the city of Hew York 
there has been no modification of the vice, save that 
ll has, perhaps, intensified ana gathered most of Its" 
disgusting leatures from ma latal radicalism of 
modern times. Througa all tne 6 000 years it 13 
proper here to remark mere baa been no invention 
of man capable of totally blotting out prostitution 
But attempts to legitimatize and place it under ponce 
control have been successful in nearly every jiuro- 
peau city. The question is, cau New Yoric orollt by 
Iraiuatlantic experience f Lei us see.

It Is a provision of the police that there shall Be 
but one occupant to each loom, and that each room 
shall be pioviued with Foap, water and all the men- 
silsor ablution; and that none or the disgraceful 
panel games shall be allowed, as arc at present so 
nourisutng in this city. 
All houses are under 
complete control by tlie police, and no house will 
be tolerated within the walls of the city without an 
authenticated license. Every keeper cf a house must 
be a lemaie, as she must have been a prostituie ner- 
•elf. Sue must be sober an d«f steady habits with suf- 
liuic'iit force of character to command a honseiui of 
reckless aud ungovernable bawos. she most have 
enough money to insure her against lallnre,' and 
must own all the furniture of her house, in a pass- 
book, given by the police, she mast enter the names 
of all her ooardera, aad record a.l inspections of phy- 
sicians, all domestic changes, all iresu arnvaK all 
departures, ana everything criminal or negligent 
among tne eivis. Failure to carry OUD these man- 
datory provisions is punished by a heavv pen- 
alty. -Unlike the system in Ue\r Vork. the (oils are 
not allowed to receive tne earnings of their debauch- 
ery, but only tue board, lodsrtug and clotiies, the lac- 
ter of which are very expeusive. Prostitution is thus 
a regularly license:! business in Pans, the same as 
liquor Belling: is in New ioik, and many brothef- 
keeuers have been known to retire with handsome 
fortunes, seliiug their "gooa will" at a high Uj:ure. 
All the nirls are visited weeKly, and unless they suo- 
jcct themselves to medical examination are severely 
puuisued. 
Saleguards of every nature piotect' 


tlie public, aud tue whole Parisian system works 
wisely and well. 


TUB UA1> INKLDZXCE OF THE 1'ARISIAN SYSTEM. 
In Paris, society is ana has been lor centuries rot- 
ten to the core. The people live out of doors. Theie 
is no domestic sentiment, and 'the .Frenchman is in 
uls glory when he is gaming, dnnKing and carous- 
ing. Tue capit.il ol France 13 at this hoar sotig.it by 
Americans who, not secure in loiiowmz easf and 
indulging lives at home, sees for them m the sEranire 
reports 01 a foreign fity. 'ibis tendency is uot peca. 
liar to our own country, bnt is marked lu Europeans 
01 every nationality. Let any one make a supeiilcial 
inquiry into the accomplishments of aa English 
nobleman, a prince or an archduke, aud he 
will find that no small part of his necessary 
training, according to the ethics ot his royal olau, is 
among the organic libertinism of the Second Empn-e. 
Peruaos this or all phones of the social evii is the 
. worst as an argument lor tue license system. Napo- 
leonic coues have put such line points to dcbiucuery 
and go so far in tueir encouragement of gilded 
allurements, such as the Mabille aud Jardiu des 
Fleurs, that vice Is really made attractive. So one 
wlil forget either of the two ceieorated (tardeug 
named. Tneir mine lit aa -wide as print can make 
tiiem, or as tongue can speas their almost labled 
eucflaatments. But wuo imagines tnat they could 
exist aud nourish if they did not have tne fun encour- 
agement and even support of tbe law ? Wno imagines 
tuat the social evil would draw thousands of pafroua 
to Pans were it Hot lor an urirnuiil uegree of liulsn 
aud at the same time of ;itendon, in the vice? The 
Mabllle. lor romance, is probably Lever ne;rle.:ted by 
the Parisian sigut-aeer.

Considerably less than one- 
half are legitimate. About two-thirds of the total 
number live. The largest number of women have 
been on tne town aboutone year, and irom tnus point 
Ibe numbers diminish both lor a snorter and a longer 
period, but a very small percentage surviving ten 
j ears, and but an Incredibly small number beyond 
live years, ihe resources of these women are gene-

touching the nature of its origin we have traced 
to the borders of tue primeval garden. What Seeps 
it alive to-day r What are us cauees in New York ?

Tnose hotels in Broadway wluctt invite 
open assignations should be proclaimed t>y the law 
to be what they are. So toars or liquors of any kind 
should be permitted as adjuncts.

The Legislature or 1838 undertook to enact laws to 
control tne evil, but tne opposition of moralists was 
too fierce. It was proposed to levy a Hue of $500 
once a year npon every House carry ins on the busi- 
ness, bst ise objection was tnat tne State shonid 
reap no revenue iroin crime. Efforts will soon be 
made to remtrodnce tne suoject. with a probability 
that tne authorities will taKe some remedial mea- 
sures. It is useless to dwell npon their necessity. 
Every man and woman connected with the missions, 
every physician, every citizen tnat cares lor the pub- 
lic weal, every humanitarian aad every true Chris- 
tian pronounce with one voice that the Legislature 
must act. lleanwoiio the police are collecting sta- 
tistic*.

Instead of secrecy In the movements of tne 
noltce being essential to success we would contend 
lor directly the opposite, and ma&e the crime and 
the criminal as public as possible, and thus do the 
doubls work of destroying corruption aud atnclcly 
detecting me criminal, 
please allow the fol- 
lowing suggestions to find tueir way to Albany 
through me columns of the 
HERALD:—First— 
Select two dally uewspapers in each cuy of tbe State 
aud one in each county, as nearly central as pos- 
sible, lu which the name of the criminal and as near 
as may be his personal descrlntion ana tne particu- 
lars attending tna crime, shall be published. Sec- 
ond—In case of serious crime ana necessity of imme- 
diate arrest prmiln circular lorm all tne particulars 
alluded to and mail to such ponton of the inhabi- 
tants under tns jurisdiction or the department 
wtiere the crime 13 committed as mar be oeemea 
advisable, communicating a copy to the remaining 
police departments ol the State, each ot which shah 
print ana circulate as mentioned. Third—Tne same 
method might be adopted with great success 
throughout the 
United States by originating 
what does not now exist—an interchange or 
written facts attending crime aad the crim- 
inal, and a registry of such Information ex- 
pressly lor this purpose is indispensably essential to 
such intercommunication and the suppression of 
crime throughout the wnole country, ihe present 
system of "detail" from city to cuy, or anywhere 
else, has uot and cannot prove sunlcientlr ensctirc.

Proclamation of the President Promul- 


gating the Enrlingame Treaty Be- 


tween the United States 


and China.

A rBOCtAMATION. 


Whereas certain additional articles to tbe treaty 


now in force between the United States or America 
and the Ta-Tging empire, signed at Tientsin the 18tn 
day of JUDU, 1858, were concluded and signed by 
their plenipotentiaries at Washington, the 23th day 
or July, 186$, which additional articles are word for 
word as follows:— 
ADDITIONAL ABTICtES TO THE TBKATT BETWEEN 


TBE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND TILE TA- 
TSING EUriltB OF THE 1STII OF JUKE, 1858. 
Whereas since the conclusion of the treaty be- 
tween the United States or America and the 'la-Tsmg 
empire (china) of the 18th of June, 1858, circum- 
stances have arisen showing the necessuy of addi- 
tional articles thereto, the president of the United 
Slates and tbe august sovereign ot the Ta-Tslng em- 
pire have named lor then- plenipotestiarles, to wit — 
the President of the United states 01 America, \\ itiiam 
U. Seward, Secretary of State, and lus Majesty tne 
Emperor of China, Anson J>urilngame, accredited as 
hi* .Envoy Exiraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, and Chin-Kangand Sun Chia-Kn, or the second 
Chinese rank, associated high envoys and ministers 
ol his said iiajestj; and the said p.euipotentianes, 
alter having excuanced iMir lull powers, found to 
be in due and proper ion, have agreed npon the 
following articles:— 


AKTiOLB l. liis Majesty the Emperor of China, 
being of opinion that in maklns: concessions to the 
citizens "or subjects of forerzn Powers ot tne privi- 
lege or residing on certain tracts of land or reso'rtmg 
to certain, waters or that empire ror purposes of 
trade, be has by no means relinquished his right of 
eminent domain or dominion over tue said land and 
waters, hereby agrees tnat no such concession or 
grant snail be construed to give to auy Power or 
party woich may be at war with or hostile to the 
Unued States tne right to attaclc the citizens 01 the 
timtea States or then- propertv witum tbe said lands 
or waieri >nd the Umtea States, Tor themselves, 
hereby agree to abstain irom otteuatvely attactuu; 
Le citizens or subjects of any Power or party or 
their property with which they may be at war, on 
auy socli tract ot land or waters of the eaid empire. 
But nothing in this article shall be construed .so pre- 
Tent the United states irom resisting anattacKby 
any hostile Power or party upon tiieir citizens or 
their property, it is Inrther agreed that it any ngnt 
or interest in any tract of laud in (jama has been or 
shall hereaiter be granted by the government of 
Cuiua to the United alates or their citizens for pur- 
poses of trade or commerce, tuat Brant snail in no 
event be construed to divest tue Chinese authorities 
ol their right of jurisdiction over persons ana prop- 
erty within said tract of land, except m far as tnai 
ngnt may have been expressly relinquished by 
treaty. 


ART. 2. The United States of America and his Ma- 
jesty tne Emperor or China, believing tnat the safety 
and prosperity of commerce will tnercjoy best oe 
promoted, agree that any privilege or immunity in 
respect to trade or navigation within the Chinese 
dominions whico. may not have been stipulated for 
by treaty, snail be subject to the discretion of the 
Cctneae government and may be regulated by it ac- 
cordingly, but not in a manner or spirit incompatible 
witu. tue treaty stipulations of the parties. 


ART. 3. Tne Empoior ol China shall have the right 
to appoint consols at ports or'the United States, who 
euaii enjoy tne same privileges and immunities as 
tu«ss wuich are enjoyed by public law aud treaty in 
tue united States by the Consols of Great ijntam and 
Kussia, or eitner 01 luetn.

parly political object of Congress in keeping 
the question of reconstruction open. He had 
large and liberal views then. It will bo 
remembered, too, how broadly national and 
pitriotic he was on the question of the French 
occupation of Mexico, when he boldly pro- 
posed to march an army across the Eio Grande 
to drive the French from American soil. 
In 


fact, on all questions both of a domestic and 
foreign character he was liberal, republican 
and American to the core. His heart is right, 
doubtless, but he has trusted to others when 
he should have followed his own impulses, has 
suffered himself to be the tool of a faction 
when he had the people with him and the 
power to carry out his own policy, and is now 
only drifting along as a few men direct him, 
because he wishes to avoid trouble and to take 
things easy- He aeems to have lost in a 
measure his independence and ambition since 
he became President. 


None of General Grant's predecessors bad 


the opportunity he has for accomplishing great 
things and acquiring fame. He is President 
when (he republic is undergoing a great 
material, social and political revolution, 
partly as a result of the war and partly from 
the wonderful developments of the age. The 
American republic, with its forty millions of 
intelligent and intensely active citizens, its 
boundless and varied resources and wonderful 
future, holds the first position among nations, 
and is the one to which the people of all others 
are looking «a the hope of the world. 
General 


Grant holds the helm of affairs just as we 
have commenced this new era of progress 
and greatness. Will he comprehend this and 
the glorious opportunity before him? In- 
stead of suffering himself to be clogged in 
the mire of parly polities, or to be controlled 
by weak and narrow-minded politicians, can he 
raise himself up to the grandeur of the occa- 
sion and high aspirations of the nation? Con- 
gress is weak and tossed about like a ship at 
sea without a rudder. It wants to be steered. 
It needs a guiding hand. The dominant party 
that elected General Grant looks to the admin- 
istration for maintaining its power, and would 
be glad to follow the President in any popular 
course he might mark out for himself. Recon- 
struction is about to be finished and will no 
longer be a political question. There remain 
the various questions pertaining to the national 
finances and taxation. With regard to these 
the President may do something beneficial to 
the country. He can cut down all expendi- 
tures of the departments to the lowest figures 
and thus save millions a year. He can use 
his power to check the extravagance of Con- 
gress and by an improved system of taxation 
to lessen the burdens of the people. He can 
set his face against the national bank monopoly 
and the schemes in Congress now to increase 
its enormous power and profits at the expense 
of the public. 
There is a broad field in these 


and other purely domestic questions for dis- 
tinguishing and making himself popular. But 
if he would arouse the sympathies of the 
people, if he would touch the popular heart, 
and make his administration famous in history! 
he must do something to gratify national ambi- 
tion. There is Cuba looking to us for practi- 
cal »ym]jathy and annexation.

Anarchy—A Subject for Gem-mi 


Grant's Consideration. 


Anarchy has become the chronic, life-ex- 


haustimr disease of Mexico, aggravated by her 
old sores breaking out in fresh eruptions from 
day to day. Among our latest items of news 
from that unfortunate country are these:—That 
the Governor of Zacatecas had proclaimed 
against the general government because Juarez 
had ordered him to deliver up a conducta (a 
government silver train) which ho had recently 
seized; that this refractory State Governor 
had also appropriated one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars of private property deposited 
in the mint, and that the State Legislature had 
backed him up in these operations; that free- 
dom of the press had been suspended in the 
republic; that Kocha, a revolutionary leader, 
had gamed a decisive victory over a detach- 
ment of government troops at San Luis 
Potosi, capturing twenty pieces of artillery; 
that Escobedo is supposed to be in danger- 
that recently an attempt was made to kidnap 
or assassinate the Cabinet Minister, Lerdo de 
Tejada, but that the plot was discovered and 
the ringleaders arrested, and that a pronun- 
ciamento followed; that a band of scoundrels 
had plundered the church and city of Orizaba 
of money, arms and horses ; that the authori- 
ties of Michoacan are arming- troops; that 
troops had marched from Vera Cruz against 
the Orizaba insurgents; that General Negrete 
is working in favor of the old exile of Si. 
Thomas, and that several persons had been 
arrested on a charge of conspiring for the 
return of General Santa Anna. * 


Ihis is a suggestive budget of disorders, 


following directly upon the heels, of Mr. 
Seward's late triumphal progress through the 
Mexican republic as the honored champion of 
non-intervention and self-government. But as 
our venerable statesman, who literally scolded 
Louis Napoleon out of Mexico, was, naturally 
enough, hailed as a deliverer by that grateful 
people, what else could he do, in return, but 
glorify their patriotism and rub them with the 
blarney stone? 
In contrast, however, with 


the rejoicing processions, and meetings and 
balls and. fetes, and presents of all kinds show- 
ered upon Mr. Seward along the line of his 
Mexican travels, the ^evolutionary movements 
we have just recited bring the miserable bur- 
lesque of Mexican self-government into bolder 
relief. We see that battles between opposing 
factions, revolutionary pronunciamentos by 
military chiefs and by Slates, highwa*- robbe- 
ries, and military seizures of mints, churches, 
towns and cities, have become so far the estab- 
lished order of things in Mexico that in locali- 
ties where these annoyances are not in active 
operation the inhabitants as freely indulge in 
their amusements as if they were living under 
the millennium. But so it tsas in Paris, even in 
the midst of the Keign of Terror, and again 
when that gay metropolis was under the 
scourge of the cholera. Nor are such things 
utterly horrible to contemplate, when we 
remember that they are but the natural opera- 
tions of the human mind from a strain in one 
extreme to a rebound in the other. 


But still the question recurs, is there no 


remedy for this never ending but still begin- 
ning anarchy in Mexico ? There is none in 
Mexico. In the elements which compose the 
Mexican population there is no hope. The 
dominant unmixed Spanish race in that coun- 
try numbers less than a million; the unmixed 
Indians number four millions; the remaining 
three millions and a half of the population 
excepting about say ten thousand pure negroes, 
are hybrids from all the crosses between 
whites, Indians and negroes, and between the 
products of these crosses and Indians, negroes 
and whites. With slight adulterations in a 
part of it the Indian element embraces about 
five-sixths of the Mexican peeple. This is the 
laboring element. The other sixth of the 
population is that in which the Spanish blood 
predominates. What sort of elements for self- 
government have we here? The worst in 
Christendom. With these Spanish Americans, 
from Mexico to Buenos Ayres, as we know 
from their history of revolutions, revolution is 
the ruling passion. They are never satisfied 
tthlesg they are in a revolutionary ferment. It 
is the old fighting spirit of the heroic Spanish 
Christians and Moors of the Middle Ages 
degenerated into Spanish American bush- 
whacking. 
These Spanish Mexicans again 


are divided 
between

part/, 
and be- 


their leader is defeated they are ready to join 
On the same terms the party defeating him. 
Tho scheming Mexican fantionist has accord- 
ingly the materials always at hand for a revo- 
lutionary rising. Ho has only to gather under 
his banner a few highwayman as a nucleus, 
and next to seize a passing conducta or com- 
pel a forced loan from some church, town or 
city in order to gather about him a trouble- 
some army. 


Again, a very serious difficulty to the centra 1 


government in maintaining peace in the dif- 
ferent States lies in the slow and difficult lines 
and modes of intercommunication throughout 
Mexico. A mountainous country like that, of 
great extent, without navigable rivers and 
without railroads (except the line from Vera 
Cruz to the capital), is admirably adapted for 
Mexican revolutions. 
To keep the peace 


Maximilian, as Emperor, found it necessary to 
make every salient point over the whole 
country a military station, occupied by a 
strong repressive force; but Juarez has not 
the means, and cannot rely upon his subordi- 
nates to carry out this plan. Therefore we 
find him involved in a cordon of revolutionary 
fictions and risings which will continue till he 
is superseded, and then they will begin afresh 
against his successor and the new party in 
power. 


Now, has no'; this state of things in Mexico 


been tolerated long enough ? In t'ae interests 
of civilization, law and order and humanity 
does it not become the dnty of the United 
States to intervene-in Mexican affairs? The 
anarchy revived in that distracted country 
since the departuro of the French and the 
bloody execution of Maximilian is a scandal 
to republican institutions and a reproach ta 
the United States. Our government, in view 
of the public sentiment of this country and "a 
decent respect for the opinions of mankind," 
cannot much longer evade its responsibilities 
in reference to Mexico. Annexation or a pro- 
tectorate over that chaotic republic is only 
with us a question of time, and we would 
respectfully submit to General Grant that the 
time has come. Mexico may keep better than 
Cuba; but sound policy and all tho interests 
of civilization, peace and progress call for 
action in a case like this. We say this, too, 
because we cannot believe that General Grant 
is hopelessly ignorant of or indifferent to the 
active, expansive and progressive spirit of the 
age.

Direction. 


We publish to-day an article from tho 


Philadelphia Morning Post upon the sub-

association. The idens expressed are sound. 
The old Associated Press organization, as 
it now stands, is hardly up to tho pro- 
gress of the ajje as evinced in modern 
journalism. 
The ideas of a quarter of a 


century ago cannot be applied at this day to 
enterprises that havo made such wonderful 
strides in advance as are to be observed in the 
mode of managing and conducting newspapers. 
We anticipate much good from the new press 
association, even if it does nothing more than 
to incite the old association to renewed efforts 
in carrying out the objects for which it was 
originally instituted. Competition is the life 
of trade, in the newspaper as well as in all 
other kinds of business, and when the Press 
Association shall discard some of its exclusive 
featnws, practice more economy and infuse a 
little fresher energy inte its operations, the 
better will it be for newspaper proprietors and 
the public generally. 
We hope the new asso- 


ciation will be allowed a fair trial; for in the 
success of the experiment the people at large 
have an especial interest. 


Tho Political Situation in Great Britain- 


Tile Parliamentary Programme. 


On an early day the British Parliament will 


assemble. .During the protracted recess Minis- 
ters have been unusually silent. Latterly this 
silence has been broken by Messrs. Bright and 
Forster. Mr. Bright looks forward somewhat 
despondingly. Mr. Forster is full of hope. The 
different views taken by the two statesmen 
may, perhaps, be accounted for on the ground 
that, although both are responsible Ministers, 
both are not members of the Cabinet. Mr. 
Forster is perhaps the more hopeful that he 
knows not tbe sorrovrs of the inner iwid more 
sacred circle. According to Mr. Bright the 
government intends to settle the land question 
in Ireland, but he apprehends so much oppo- 
sition and sees in this one measure so much 
work that he despairs of being able to con- 
sider any other question. Mr. Forster sees 
no more difficulty in the land question 
than was 
encountered last 
session in 


disestablishing 
the 
Church. 
He is not 


without hope that 
government will find 


time to abolish forever university tests, 
and he is determined, if at all possible, to make 
such provision for the educational wants of the 
English people that it will be next to impos- 
sible for an English youth to grow up in 
ignorance, or, as Mr. Forster calls it, "weak- 
ness"—"weakness 
to 
resist temptation," 


"weakness that fills the prison and the work- 
house." It is not our business to say which 
of the two statesmen takes the more correct 
view of the situation. It may be that the Irish 
laud question will monopolize the session, but 
it is undeniable that other and deeply impor- 
tant questions will be forced on the attention 
of Parliament. 
Besides domestic questions 


there are international questions and colonial 
questions—all of them imperiously demanding 
immediate attention. In the next session of 
the British Parliament we look for great ex- 
citement, keen debate, great political rivalry, 
the possible failure of the liberals and the pos- 
sible formation of a coalition ministry with 
Lord Derby at its head. Bat Gladstone is too 
strong to be easily defeated.

Not- 
withstanding the evils rampant in the chief 
camp of the Mormons, tho missionaries of 
Brigham Young's dispensation are intently at 
work to secure more proselytes, and the move- 
ment is becoming quite successful even so near 
home as Long Island. 


Popery tind Civil Governments. 


The Civilta Oattotica, a journal notoriously

The opposing governments are plainly told 
that the bishops despise menaces, that laws 
enacted contrary to the decrees of the Council 
will not be binding on the subjects, because 
they will not be recognized by the Church. 
All such governments are further warned that 
they must expect "terrible revolutions to 
overthrow them.'' France alone has been 
faithful to the Concordat, and France is to 
have a special blessing. 
If Papal thunder 


were now dreaded this would be very well. 
With the example of the United States, of 
Great Britain, of Prussia, of Denmark, of 
Sweden, not to speak of Russia and other 
non-Protestant States, before them, we do not 
think that Austria and Spain and Italy will be 
much alarmed by this threatened thunder. 
As for France, we must wait to learn what the 
Emperor says about 'infallibility before we 
pronounce her out of danger.

free Trade Agitation in England and 


France. 


The progress of the present era is becoming 


evident in many and various shapes and 
cannot fail to have its influence on the financial 
and commercial operations of the many nations 
Of the world. The increased facilities of tele- 
graphic and steam communication between 
the most distant and remote points of the 
globe naturally cause a reaction which must 
vitally affect the produce and the requirements 
of each one nation individually. The question 
has been the subject of much discussion 
recently, in the United States, England and 
Prance, because it affjcts the very exis- 
tence of those countries. The London 
openly denounces protection, and infers that it 
cannot be in any way compatible with the 
times we live in. Other arguments are brought 
forward by the conservative party in England 
tending to combat the theory of reciprocity. 
In France the matter Las been still more ear- 
nestly discussed in the sessions of the Corps 
Legislatif, and M. Jules Simon calls, for an 
investigation of the various commercial treaties 
now existing between France and other coun- 
tries. France is a great producing country, 
and must, therefore, feel the direct result of 
any combination that is prejudicial to her com- 
merce and manufactures. 
M. Simon produces 


statistics proving that tho present commercial 
condition of France is not so ruinous as some 
•would make it appear. It is true that some 
branches of manufacture are Buffering-, espe- 
cially shipbuilding and iron founding, and 
some protection could be extended to them. 
One great point in reference to commerce and 
manufactures is without doubt the cost of trans- 
port, and this point should therefore be brought 
under immediate consideration. I?- France 
the tariffs for the transport of mershandiso 
are very defective, and in many cases incon- 
sistent. Moreover the railroad communication 
in France is still very imperfect, and far behind 
that of many other great commercial nations. 
Placed as they are in respect to each other, the 
question of free trade or protection between 
England and France is one of great import to 
both countries, and will doubtless result in 
many radical changes in the 
commercial 


treaties now in force. 
The same influence has 


manifested itself in other parts. Austria has 
sent a diplomatic and commercial commission 
to close conventions with the various govern- 
ments in the far East. 
Eussia is making 


colossal preparations in order to push her 
trade in the same direction and avail herself of 
the facilities offered by the opening of the 
Suez Canal. 
The ruler of the Celestial 


Empire has also felt the influence of the 
progress of tho times, and for that purpose 
sent an extraordinary commission to visit the 
government of the United States and the chief 
governments of Europe. It is impossible to 
foretell the results of this simultaneous reac- 
tion, but tliere certainly is every reason to 
anticipate many great changes in the existing 
relations between the nations of the world. 
Owing to the geographical position- of this 
country and the nature and variety of Its pro- 
duce the question becomes one of vital interest, 
and should not be allowed to slumber in Wash- 
ington. The active measures adopted towards 
carrying out the great ship canal through the 
Isthmus of Darien will tend still more to de- 
velop our commercial relations throughout the 
universe, and naturally will affect this country 
more than any other. 


American Cotton DInnnfactorea. 


The London Times, as we learn through the 


cable, in discussing the cotton trade In Eng- 
land, attributes the depression in part to "tho 
superiority of the American manufactures." 
We are not so good a customer in these days 
as we were onee, because our home manufacture 
supplies in a very great degree the demand that 
it was formerly thought only Manchester was 
equal to. Moreover, not only does the success 
of cotton manufactures here deprive this Bri- 
tish industry of a lucrative trade on this side 
the Atlantic, but it threatens it with a formid- 
able rivalry in markets hitherto even more ex- 
clusively its own than was the market here. 
This is a result of obvious natural causes, a 
thing that has" como to pass in due time, and 
that was not even hurried by the assistance 
that enormous protection gave to our own 
manufactures. England had the skilled labor 
and we had the raw material. It is a slow 
and difficult thing to move skilled labor, but to 
a commercial people it is the easiest thing 
possible to move the material. Hence, in 
getting (he two necessities together, the cotton 
went from our side to the labor on their side. 
This involved such anomalous facts as that 
cotton grown in South Carolina went all the 
way to England to be made into cloth that was 
to come back for nse, perhaps, on the 
very plantation where the cotton grew. 
An 
enormous 
shipping trade Was sup- 


ported by all the unnecessary transpor- 
tation. 
Another 
fact 
was 
thai 
the 


laborers who wrought the cotton into woven 
fabrics were living in the country that of the 
two gave them fewer of the comforts of life and 
a smaller share in the general physical and in- 
tellectual inheritance of humanity. 
It fol- 


lowed by necessity that though the cotton was 
moved for many years, it would be the labor 
that would move finally, and then the cotton 
would be manufactured on the same side of 
the ocean on which it grew. This could only 
take place when tho idea should finally expand 
in Europe that this country was the true home 
and sphere of the workingman in the present 
age—the only country whose political, social and 
financial institutions are framed on that view 
of society that is taken from the people's level 
and not from the level of the privileged aris- 
tocratic classes. This result, long preparing, 
is now beginning to manifest itself, and is felt 
already in England, and England will soon 
know that ita consequences are to extend im- 
mensely further in tho same direction in which 
they now trouble her. The time is coining 
when we shall have from England towards this 
country the same tremendous tide of emigra- 
tion that we formerly had from Ireland, and 
are now having from Germany. 
With the 


drain of her excess in the supply of loom 
workers we shall have one more and the last 
point against her. She will then no longer 
have the great advantage of cheaper labor. 
We shall then completely oust her from posses- 
sion of the industry that has done so much to 
make her great in the raodarn world.

Decrease of the Negroes in Kentucky. 
It appears from a recent report of the State 


Auditor that the blacks of Kentucky, who 
in 1860 numbered 230,107 are now re- 
duced to 140,455—a loss of two-fifths in 
nine years. At this rate the negro element 
\vill disappear from Kentucky within the next 
fifteen years. But this rate of loss will not be 
kept up. Unquestionably throughout the South 
there has been a much greater mortality since 
the beginning of the war among the blacks than 
there was before the war. This increased 
mortality has resulted from 
emancipation 


which, in casting the blacks (who were slaves, 
cared for by their masters) upon their own re- 
sources, ignorant, destitute and improvident, 
cast them forth to idleness, hunger, exposure, 
disease and death. Under their white mas- 
ters these Southern blacks, from the now-born 
pickaninny to the poorest field hand, repre- 
sented each so much raoney, and it was tho 
master's interest to take care of his capital. 
Something like order, however, is superseding 
tho fatal confusion which emancipation brought 
upon the poor blacks concerned, and they are 
learning to take care of themselves, and hence 
the mortality among them ia diminishing. 


But in Kentucky, where emancipation came 


only with the proclamation of the thirteenth 
amendment, four yeara ago, this decrease of 
the negroes since 1SGO cannot be charged to 
an' increased mortality from the abolition of 
slavery, nor to mortality from any cause. Since 
April, 1861, probably not less than seventy- 
five thousand of them have left the Slate. 
During the war they left it for Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and liberty, or they followed the Union 
armies even southward out of the State to es- 
capo from slavery. Since the war tho blacks

In short, 
the prospect for the existing government is as 
gloomy in Spain as in the islaud of Cuba.

To THE EDITOK OF THE IlEttAi.n: — 


After reviewing tne arsument prodnoea by "J. 


W. K.,»toBnl)iitaatlatetlie belief that Mr. F. Lane 
has really been aroiraed, and tnat hla body lies 
buried In the "eflteslva-mlreat t&e boltoro of tuo 
HacSenssict river," I have come to the conclusion 
t&at ho lias built Us supposition on rather a weal 
foundation, or. In other words, as some folks mJgW 
say, asms s vulgar phraae, "Tliat'a too Una." AS 
to the body of the boy Robins, which "J. W. R." 
refers to as not being found since hie drowning, I 
•would state that "J. W. R." is in error; lor tne

ABYDOS, JOSEPH'S RIVER AND THEBES. 


"Bull Ran" Russell in the Presence of Four 


Thousand Years and the Egyp- 


tian Holy One. 


Our special correspondence from Cairo, dated on 


the 26tu of December last year, reporting tne pro- 
cress of tha wrttsr up the river Nile, is continued In 
the HERALD to-day. The flrst portion 01 it was pub- 
lished In our Issue of tlie 28ia of January. Tlie in- 
stalment wblcn we give to-day is of very great In- 
terest, lively, agreeable and instructive. 


CAIRO, Dee. 20, 1S69. • 


Like all days In Bjjypr, onr flrat oao on tne Nile— 


the opening description of wiilcti 1 have forwarded 
already—also dawned, at whicn titne we moved 
from ourbarth with Jnstenongu of daylight to paint 
the location of Ueal Soref as it appears Irom the 
river. 


Joyously the Nile opened before ns, as If it smiled 


a sweat welcome to the stranjreri The freshness ot 
the morning breathed still upon the river and its 
shores- Bach sand bank we passed was alive with 
pelicans, flamingoes ana what is now called the 
white loss. High above the river sjontmuei the lolty 
Arabian highlands, flat summltted, gray and utterly 
sterile. Westward a sea of verdure srretcned, and 
t&e scene was as that ol yesterday, witn adobe lints, 
flat roofed, sgnattlnz low under palm and Etiimmcr- 
ing sycamores, with fields of vast extant exuberant 
with com and lentils, sugar cane aud bean stalks, 
and ao endless variety of vegetable products. 


The Kile varies its width at every snort distance; 


at one time it is but a mile, at another it is a mile 
and a half. It is deep In some places, yet it nas not' 
the vast volume of tlie Missouri or tne swilt flow or 
the Mississippi. It Is ol the Bajne deep brown color 
as of the latter river when swollen by the floods in 
the spring. Were it not for the palms, tne mud huts 
and sky of Egypt the scenery along the bants might 
be taken for that along the Mississippi between Et 
Louis and Cairo; but the feathery foliage of the 
palms, at all times delightful to loos at, at aJI times 
poetizing the laud, and the glorious azure of tlie 
sky, and the sun which tints evorything with magic 
glow and richness, are unmistakably of Egypt, 
and

And ii you enter Into 


details comparison becomes yet more difficult, 
for sach shores as those of the Kile, bounded on one 
side by a range of mountains, honeycombed with 
gorgeous tombs, replete on the otter side with ruins 
of glorious temples, while their vicinage swims m 
unsurpassed vegetation, acacia trees exuding iheir 
sweet aromatic gum, orange trees golden with fruit, 
palms heavy with dates, donis with nuts, while ever 
and anon n slender, silvery-appearing minaret 
shooti atove the dare green loliasc, or a eliadouf 
or saKla, worked by dark naked figures or oxeu. is 
heard groaning and sighing tue whole day, while 
again the same serene san shines ever benignly on 
the land and nia children. For has not the ^un been

Ilagar E'Senm, 
which Is a perfect Scylla ol a rock, detaciieJ from 
the huge mass above, and now shooting abovo the 
surface ol tlio Kile, is regarded by Nile boatmen as 
auguring well for the happy termination of the 
vojajtc when once they have passed It. What says 
Sncik Foal, above Aboo Girgeli t Sneik Fodl was 
an Arab hermit ot gra.it sanctity, who lived upon 
Its summit for many years. "On, such a long, long 
time ago." Sheik Hassan, also a high, bold lime- 
stone mountain, split in two by a deep ravine—what 
legend Is that whica gives this name to it f The 
numerous tombs chisseled in the rock, the hiero- 
glyphics which mark the mountain's smooth, bold 
Iront; the mounds of brick and debris, the vein-like 
tombs of Sheiks, the ruins of convents, with pernaps 
a solitary palm grove near by—each and all Have tneii 
History, upon each and all hang a tale. But who are 
they who will relate tnelr history? Tne Arab tradi- 
tions cive but faintest echoes of the lives which 
once joyed or sorrowed upon tnese mountains. For 
the Friednclis ot Mizraim, there were-no Carlyles; 
for Egyptian 
Johnsons 
there lived no Bos- 


wells; lor tne Brontes there were ;no Oats- 
tells. How delightful would it nave been to 
read their biographies on tne Kile voyage, to hare 
their lives before us, such as a Carlyle ora Gatskol! 
could write them. 


The Bird Mountain we approached towards sunset 


It is a nigh, upright mass of rocs, rising perpendicu- 
larly from the water's edge to the height, peruaps. 
of soo feet. 
As the steamers drew aureast of this 


mountain some twenty human vultures, who had 
descried ns Irom afar, leaped into tne river and 
came running towards us, crying "Bakshish, how- 
aggii; ya Cnnstian, howaggil" (aims, gentlemen; I 
am a Christian, gentlemen). 
A barbarian, alter 


laying hold of the towing ropes, dragged himself on 
board, and soon after another and an'other, until wo 
had a dozen naked men on board, holding out their 
hands, and, In pitilnl tones, crying out their mendi- 
cant chant, "Bakshish, howaggi; ya Christian, how- 
aagi." The tones adopted by these peop.e to beg are 
such as would command your attention, even were 
you engaged upon the most absorbing busmedj. It 
is half imperious, hall warning, Use that of a 
famine-stricken wretch; and, 
wlien you look, 
you 
are startled to Una it proceed 
trom 
a naked athlete, wuose smews and gristle 
are as flrni as steel, and whose muscles stand out 
like tumors on nia body. Well, bakshisn was 
given io the unfortunate mendicants, who, immedi- 
ately- after ckippmz their hands aboyo tuelr heads 
sod uttering giaa cries, jumped overboara. We fol- 
lowed them with our eyes; we saw them bobbing to- 
waras the dahablelis in tow of our steamer: we saw 
them climb the sides and utrer thesame wnlnlng. im- 
perious cry, "ButsUlsn, howaggtl; ya Christian, 
nowaggil." 
In at>ont half an hour afterwards the eastern banks 


underwent a change. Instead of one single mass of 
high rocks the range opened at intervals, witn wide 
ravines between, at tne emraace of whieh popula- 
tions ol lellaus Had squatted and bad made the 
creaiest use of every inch of soil, ns, left by tue Nile, 
they had ouilt their huts like swallows' nests, and 
their narrow strips of green corn denoted their 
wealth In a futnre harvest. 


The sun at eveninz seems to remember tne days of 
old, wiien ac morn aud evening the thousands uf 
Egypt bent the knee to htm; for he goes down In 
glory indescribable, never seen in northern climes. 
On tms evening all was calm? no Irlaced leaf of a 
palm waved, the face of the Nile was like unto a 
burnished sceel mirror, smooth. Bhlmnz, motionless. 
Tee clouds, great and small, atl stray, ncecy, aiming 
clouds; the great avalanches of clouds gathered 
themselves together ou the western horizon until 
they towered one upon another, Alps upon Alps, and 
through tuem the sun was seen slowly descending. 
In a moment, as it were, the sun had tinted them a 
thousand colors. AS seen through the foliage of the 
palms the scene was Inconceivably grand. There 
was a broad azure lake, bordered and overhung by 
drilling gauzy vapor; close to It was a mountain ot

Masons also 
cniasi.ed away at stones borne by roeu, wuo pre- 
ceded them;cari;e:iters witluheir adzes und saws 
cut boards aud plied their trade industriously; 
slioeaiakeis cojbteJ shoes, and rep&ueJ saiulals; 
tailors made kaitans aud burnouses, a HI so ou iu a 
continuous procession. 
Hoys carried torches, 
women aud girls lollowed, singing surlily ttictr wel- 
come to tlie itarnadan. 
Marualoot is a large town, containing 111,003 in 
habitants. It is situated on tlie uite of ai ancient 
city, remains of wuicu, however, caanot bs found 
except in uatus and in the walls of lorje resi- 
dences. 
Ossyoot, or Sloat, was reached the nsxt day at tea 
A. M. lien:,'aa iaiporcan: ;>ki.:e ana the capital of 
modern Egypt, ana being close to tue tombs 01 
ancicut Lyi;opoll3-the '-City of the Wolves"—it is 
one of the important stopping places of European 
travellers np uio Nile. Upon me banks waited tha 
donkey boys tor fares. '-Here is your donksy, nlr," 
exclaimed a little urchin of e:ght years, pushing 
lus proud little animal between my legs, "lierry 
good, sir; Yanicee uoomes is ma name, sir." "No. 
sir," said another, pualune tiu doakey from rear- 
ward; "tnls Is liiliy liobmsoii, sir; best aoufcy m 
Biout.1' Patriotism, however, urged me to take 
•Yankee Doodle," and a prouder little beast 
was never bestrode by man. We "aoakeyeu" 
our way througu El llonua, the port ot 
Siout, and over a causeway, part of wnicu is 
very ancient, aud, sklruug the town, rods direct to 
the oase of Suoe Autur. The tombs are numerous, 
lar more so than at lieuihossau, but. excepting one 
or ttvo, they are not so well preserved as thosa ol 
the latter place. The largest of tueui is called Siaue 
Aiuar by the Arabs. It is like a vast seaiple cut in 
tne rock. It penetrates eighty feet into tnc liaru 
limestone and is sixty leet in width, portioned into 
cnuinbera separated from each otuer by pillars. 
The aides ore 
sculptured aud some 
parts 
covered with stucco, which yet retains the brilliant 
painr. Tho other loinbj rise above eacu other over 
tue entire facs of tlie mountain, aud cneir noon are 
full ot square pits half full of debris, fimintnv llueu 
aud bones. Some of these pita, however, are tuirty 
feet deep, of the shape and size of ordinary graves. 
In the largest tomus are several chaiuoers surround- 
ing one large central chamber, wnerem sne iiiuui- 
uiies of the wolves which wers sacred in Lycopolis 
were placed, wnUe the owner occupied the central 
cnamber. In one oi tne three largest toinos on tli3 
upper stratum was louud apit, containing absolutely 
notuiuK else save bandages, skuKa of mummie j, aruis 
aua icet or mummies, itaking over a corner witn 
my c&ie, I found three infant siiu.ls, the bones of 
winch were just as hard aud Cress an ir they hao been 
bulled but a lew years ago. 
Another gentleman 
picked up a thin short iorearm and hand, probanly 
oelougiuii to a ooy or girl of tender age, iu conteai- 
p.atmg wmcn the bystanders naturally fell to moral- 
izing upon tha littleness of Bumanuy, upon tlie cir- 
cumstances which led people to adopt such great 
care to preserve their dead, the skill and might or 
tue Egyptians. But thb arm was tnrowndown care- 
lessly, and lor the time we bade a truce to moralizing, 
and ascended to the summit of the mountain to get 
a view of the Nile valley. 
All who seo that view from the height of Stabe 
Antar win remember It as long as they live. We 
stood enraptured o; it and thoughc it worth more 
tlian all the mummies. Tue ancient Egyptians, 
Greeks and Romans who lived in Lycopolu must 
have also thought it worth seeing, for tne place of 
ascent is worn as smootn by footsteps as the i'ujx at 
Athens, where ambitious travellers have stepped 
tnat tney might swear that tiiey stood where i)e- 
mostlieucs aud Pericles addressed Grecian audi- 
ences.

Doiis was a city, no change nis taken place in tne

com. until we came to me village ofBardees, wiucli 
WB readied at six A, .M.; thin crossing aa ola, inter- 
secting bna»e, we heail«a d,rei.-i /or tue desert ac the 
eaire or wmch. the ruias ol Abydus stood.

Ir oae but stays to

small, in this temple which arc well worth examlu- 
tltiOil. 


About 200 paces south or the Temple of Osiris IB 
the Palace of meinuon, completed by Ramcses the 
Great. This is almost entu-e, excepting the dromoa 
aud teaemos. It is superb, gr^nd majestic.

mysterious uloom pervades Its ualis; It seeuis as ff 
Ihe ahaue or Ureat Kaiaeses still hovered over it. 
.livery loot of its walls aud columns is covered with, 
hue sculpture; but the very famtest trace only Is ie:t 
ol the brilliant coloring wmch redeemed tue nails 
irom gloom. Tue ceiilug. lor instance, so briaht ta 
azure color once, with its thousands of stars all 
ajiow in an Egyptian sky, are HJW biackeneu with 
s.uolce, and tne pillars and walls or tii? palace, lor- 
insriy transplendent with painting, are now of a, 
uniform color, as if tue silent denojaclon of tha 
halls, so lon<r ouned In oollnou aud sand, Had leit 
Its somorc impress upon tuem, 
Apt name is that wmch tne Ar.ib i bestowed upon 
it—viz., '-Arabat el Matfoon." waicii means tns 
'•buried," for such has beeu its fate lor l,ojj years; 
but PococHe and Uie ludefaacaole ifeizonl came, and 
alter tnese Banner, uruscli, Leposires and .u'anette, 
until the temple palace ol Mctnuuu stood reveaicd ia 
tue light of day. 
Tuere are Tour Kmd3 of columns here. In the por- 
tico are twenty-four columns, lii two rows ol twoivo 
each, the caoitais ol whica are or tue papyrus bud. 
Tue4e COIULUUS are irom drty to sixty test nigh aud 
flitdcu leet m circum.erence. lu tue ilall of Assem- 
bly are tairty-six columns of the samj massive size 
aud height, and from thia nail a uroat portal leadt 
into the sanctuary, or aa aaytuoi, at tha back o{- 
wfllcn are several arched cnauib-ra. In the sides 
are lateral clumbers, with polygonal and octagoual 
columns of the lull lotus flower, four perfect Higher 
of stairs lead to me root, wmcn is flat anil composed 
of immense blocks resting on tueu- sides.

itauroad. which has one of its principal stations at 
this point, furnishes a. curtous and instructive 
lesson in commercial entenirlsaa.

ludiaa village or Salamanca, on the Brie Railroad, 
the well Known Jamoj McHcnry being contractor, 
foster-father, and anally came near being funeral 
undertaker. 
Thomas W. Kennard. who came, it is 


alleged, to this country with hardly enough means 
to pay his passage, was chier engineer; but 
wnen he severed his connection with the road 
ae claimed Iho wealtn- of a Wllloanaire. The 
stockholders hailed from England, and amoaj tuetn 
floured Sir Morton 1'eto, who freely unloosed the 
lountalns of bis treasure and ponrea It into the new 
entcrpiue, which the dauntless McIIeury undertook 
to carry through. 
IJigh hopes accompanied It. 


Visions) or grasping tim whole traae of tne Weat, 
Sorfhwest and Southwest, the lakes, tae Mississippi, 
and finally the Pacific coast, floated before the fancy 
ol tno projectors, while just as It was started came 
the wildly exciting intelligence that oil of prcciom 
properties was springing like a fountain of living 
niters from the soil almost directly in the path of 
its progress. An immense force ot men was placed 
upon tlxs wort and it was hurnad forward under 
iho inspiring genius of McIIenry at as rapid a pace 
a-i the Union Pacific, English capital was lavished 
upo.i it as capital was never lavia'iierl before. Ilero 
at Mcadville a station was put up rivalling In the 
style acd beauty of its surroundings any of those 
jou may notice on the best railroads In England; 
charming cottages for the officers of the road; a 
park at the rear, with winding walks, flr trees, rose 
and jasmine bushos. A hotel of over loo rooms and 
a dmiae room as long as a traia ot Ireiglit cars were 
a portion of the grand enterprise, fu the fall of 
1SC2 the road reached here, after creating two towns, 
named Curry and Jamestown, on its way from Sala- 
manca. It was pushed steadily along—broad gauge 
all tne way to Dayton—and from theie, by laying 
down a third roll on another road to Cincinnati, nlti- 
mately reached the Queeu City of the West— striking 
the oiiio and aiming for the Mississippi, A branch, 
called the Franklin, was built from here to Oil City' 
and another from l.'raceville to Cleveland. The 
region ol flowing petroluum was tapped at the 
opportune moment, urni by way of the line to 
Cleveland the oil was carried to 'the refineries. 
L.ookiu2 over the railroad map, wuich represents 
cue cuntinnoua broad gauge roud, extending from 
ivew York: lirat by tlie Urie, tucn by Atlantic and 
Oreat Western lo Cincinnati, you will readily admit 
ami the vis.ons of Jiimes Mcileiiry and his eon- 
liding English friends were none too sanguine'. 
How mucli more eialtea might tne British fancy 
nave become had the two roads at that time beeu or 
one construction aud management, the Erie siretch- 
ins to the la.tes through the great State of New- 
York and lappiaa its branches around the richest 
com beds of i-emuyivaiiia. while the Atlantic drew 
off the abundant and cxhaustless nclied 01 the oil 
region I Such is tho state of affairs now, but it was 
not reserved lor McUenry to be the instrument of its 
realization. The road started out with really magni- 
ficent. prospects. It opened up anew and wouderruly 
rich region; it strueic for tho carrying trade or tho 
mighty Wedt; it infused a quickening growth into the 
old aud fossilised towns through which it passed 
oaildins up an important local traffic and. directing 
a iresli outrcnt ol commerce towards tlie state of 
New YorK. 


Notwithstanding all this the road rolled to pros- 
per and went ateadily down until the beginning or 
the year H*ji). 
Crossly corrupt aud inettlcient man- 
ugeiueut brought this solendiu highway to a condl- 
aou or reproach. Tae directors and others identi- 
fies with it appear to have shown a stranse lack or 
energy aud loru-iight wiien a Ultla of cltuer might 
have rescued the concern from the verge or bauu- 
ruptcy tit which it arrived. The present manage- 
ment of Erie, which succeeded m saving that road 
from Dan ti uptcy or absorption by that naruy mari- 
ner, the much-bronzed Vandeibut, is me only one. 
it aeems to me. that can bring back the pieature'aua 
carry out the destiny or the Atlauac aacl Great 
Western Itailroad.

Vast quantities of lumber are floated 
down coJamestowa, and irom thencesent by rail or 
nver lu various directions. Jamestown was creatad 
by tne Atlantic and Uieat Western road less ihau ten 
years ago, ami is a lively, Dustung town. The next 
p ace of impoi tojice is C'orry, a similar creation to 
the oue already meutlonsd, but of larger and more 
earnest grow tlL It 13 the terminus of the OH Crees 
Railroad, tno liroeton Cross CUD Kailroad and the 
crossing point of the I'iinadelplua and Erie Kailroad. 
It lius railroad communication in live different 
direetlocs, and will shortly nave a slxtn. It has 
large machine shops, woollen and hardware fac- 
tories. three national bangs and seven churches; 
yet twelve years ago it was a dreary wilderness. 
Jsext corner Moadvue, an old Tillage lingering for 
yeara in venerable vegetation, bat, touched by tne 
magnetism of me railroad, bloomed Into willing 
jrcilmeis and prosperity. It has factories, banks 
and colleges and a population of about 1-J.003 in- 
habitants.

Mr. liiiiut, Chsirinau ol the Board of Pilot 
aud if aroor Commissioners, importuned Congress lor 
ail appropriation to continue tlie worK, and oy dint 
of persievei aace ho and me Prolessor had introduced 
in tha General Appropriation bin a claim in favor of 
lieu Gaia. General ichollaid, ttie Secretary or War, 
ordered proposals to be published for doing certain 
specula work (removal of Pot Uock and Frying Pan); 
bids opened September, 1363. Sidney Sheluourue 
offered to complete tne work by the istn or Decem- 
ber ol the same year for the sum of twenty odd thou- 
sand dollars. Professor AUUIerert, having experi- 
ence In the matter, offered to do it for $44 20 the 
cubic yard, which, according KJ tho surveys, would 
have amounted to over ssu.OQO. Tha contract was 
awarded to Shelbourn.3. 
At the expiration of his 
inree months nothing was dona on mo rocks; but

port, 1,655 cubic yards, rendering navigation just 
tliat much IBSS dangerous, and up to this time 
government has not paid hlui one cent. General 
Newton ordered him to desist Irom work about the 
lOili of Deceuiuer, to allow him to make his surveys 
As soon as the surveys were completed Malli"iart 
returned to his work to remove the rock that iie had 
bloated, and has b>;en more successful vrtthm tne 
last week tnan during any part of tho ame ha has 
been engaged, aad contcinpUtcs soon flnkniiig 
Saiilldrake, whether he Is r.aid for ic or not! 
General Newton is disinclined to allow Maillel'ert to 
oontiuua his wore, under the apprehension that a 
portion of tne S4,Ua),oiw he asks Congress to appro- 
priate ror nis "druiinc and tunnelling" may be di- 
vcrtsd to puy Maillsfert for reinoviaii obaiructlous 
to navigation :a the Bast river at lieu Gate. General 
Newton, in his HEUALU report, says, "lie rilaiie- 
lert) claims to have reducea Ways Keel to nineteen 
feet depth; Siielidrako also to eighteen feet." 
Where does he gei this f (Maulefert has never made 
any report to him or said anything of the kind.) 
"Yet," he continues, "his figures, however, do not 
tally with those of the official reports to tha deoart- 
ment at Washington; ana this divergence may Da 
the reason why his reauest lor a renewal of his con- 
tract 13 held in abeyance." Very likely, as Maiilefert 
has rurnished no figares, nnd Gen. Sew ion's figures 
ara 1,655 cubic yards removed from tne channel 
while "drilling and tunnelling" have only mane an 
unsightly hole at old ?ori Stephens, on. Hallett's 
Point, on dry land away from navigation, and Grid- 
Iron stands. To use his own words, "it is especially 
me Gridiron, with its lengtn or aooat 200 yards and 
an average width or about fifty, which manes tho 
navigation of Hell Gats cnanuel so extremely dan- 
gerous." If ihe case be as he represents it, wuy 
not employ tha hundreds of thousands oi dollars 
on it, instead ot Hallett's Point? Tha rocss at Bell 
Gate can be removed, not by tneoretic "drilling and 
tunne.Ung," Out by actual hard work, Judiciously 
directed. Commerce demands, that it be done and 
tae people will consider Congress derelict In its duty 
If it Da any longer neglected.

In the first place tha anxiety 
of the banks to rid themselves of the glnt of currency 
now m thalr vaults is shown to an Increase of loons 
for the week by the sum of more tnan four millions, 
although they have really been losers In reserve, the 
decrease in specie offsetting the gain ui legal tend- 
ers. The deposits have increased over four and a 
half millions. Tha loss In specie Is due to the heavy 
paymaata mto the Sub-Treasury for customs and the 
large shipments of specie. The gala In legal tenders 
is a million and a quarter, and the increase In circu- 
lation over thirty thousand dullars.

(rose ami said that the grand outimes or tne constl- 
lion of tliiu new CliurcU of Zion, a rougU draft of 
wnicii was now to bo presented, Had been received 
from heaven by revelation, but that its details bail 
been Iclt to be supplied by the thought of individ- 
uals. A fundamental principle of the system was 
government, not by force, but by tiie persuasive 
influence of love and the wishes of tho people. That 
Immocial principle of truth, and other general prin- 
ciples m which they had been Instructed, had 
enabled them to prepare a draft of the constitution 
of the Church so broad and liberal and comprehen- 
sive m ah its provisions that it was destined to

In 
discussing man as a failure*, in the clinging tenacity 
with which ne b nds himself to wealttt, ambition for 
honor, eitner social or political, ne proclaimed that 
such a being sinks his own personality and lives 
constantly as in a foreign land. For a man to see* 
wealth as an instrument, as a means of benevolence 
and a source of patriotic influence was not wrong- 
it was right; but for him to live solely for gold as an 
luoi, ror him to seek honors ana emoluments soley 
ror themselves, was what constitutes the burden ol 
bis shame. Pursuing the externals was chasing the 
shadows; neglecting Bis Individuality and falling to 
cultivate his heaven-born faculties was inrnlnf 
away from the golden substance. To work out his 
own being man must not seek the isms ana wUlms 
of tUe iaie crowd, but develop that which belongs to 
himseli—that given by his Maker.

ST. PAUL'S METHCDIST EPISCOPAL CHU3CH. 


The Fashionable Uptown Chnrch of the 


Methodists—Sermon by Kev. Henry Slicer, 
D. B—The Relations of Christians to Each 
Other nnd to the Unconverted Around Them. 
This is tlic largest and most fashionable Methodist 


chnrch in New York, or probably within the bounds 
of the conference. The congregation formerly wor- 
shipped In a plain, unpretentious building in Mul- 
berry street, near Bleecker (then better known as 
Wesley place), now occupied by St. Philip's colored 
congregation. 
The Rev. Dr, Jobn McCllntoct—a 


man of commanding presence la the pulpit and of 
massive Intellect—was then its pastor. Tae uptown 
movement Sad then commenced, and the Church, to 
save Itself from dissolution, was obliged to rollow. 
TUe trustees purchased lots on the corner or Fourth 
avenue and Twenty-second street and erected there- 
on a magnificent temple, a chapel adjoining and a 
parsonage, at a cost ol about a quarter of a million 
dollars. The congregation moved Into tbis bmlding 
about twelve yearsjigo, and shortly afterwards Dr. 
McClintocK was called to the pastorate of the Ameri- 
can chapel in Paris, where Ue remained three or four 
years. He now fills a professorship in the Drew- 
Theological Seminary, near Momstown, S. J. 


St. Paul's can accommodate about 2,000 persons. 


It is admirably adapted to seeing and bearing. The 
glare of sunlight that enters is greatly softened by 
passing through stained glass windows ana railinz 
upon sombre-huea walls and WacK walnut pews. 
When the cnurch was built Its flne granite exterior, 
with its spire pointing heavenward, and' its 
superb 
internal 
appointments 
were 
con- 


sidered innovations on tae 
established sim- 


ple styles ana customs of Methodism. 
And 


on me day of its dedication a blunt ola gentleman, 
who had not learned of Christ in marbled temples 
and cushioned seats, remarked that "it was a capi- 
tal place to go to perdition from"—meaning thereby 
that rashionable Christianity Is a curse rather than 
a blessing to the worid. Although the chnrch la 
pretty well nliea with worshippers every Sabbath, 
its communicants do not number more than three 
hundred and fifty or four hundred souls, and the 
average attendance of teachers and scholars in the 
Sunday school is scarcely one hundred. .Neverthe- 
less, it pays for the best ministerial talent in tha 
annual conference and snbscrioes liberally to all the 
connecting institutions of tne Methodist Church.

A Handsome "Crucifix" Stolen in Wexloa. 


Presented to the Church in New York. 


The Sisters of Charity at Sr, Joseph's school, 


Sixth avenue, near Waveriey place, have lately re- 
ceived through Senator Michael Norton a magnifi- 
cent crucifix presented by Messrs. Algernon. S. 
Sullivan, and Tnomas BracKea. The cruciOs: is re- 
markable as well as valuable, both as a work of art 
and on account or its peculiar and somewhat 
romantic history. Tne cross is of ebony, two feet and 
six inches in length from the top to tUe bottom of 
thenpnght.

It-IB 
in a good state of preservation, and is remarkably 
accurate,ia tte delineation of the anatomy of we 
figure. It is altogether an evidence or rare skill and 
workmanship, and as a specimen of art is. perhaps, 
not equalled by anyVainz of its kind In this city.

Copious Notes; aUo an Introduction and Bio- 
graphical Sketch.

It la bounded oa tue north and east 
by the Northern Ocean and Jlortn Channel, on the 
south by Belfast Lonjrh ana tne river tagan, which 
separata It troni the county Down, and on the west 
by tlie county of Londonderry ana .tocgh Kcagh. 
According to tne ordnance survey it contains 
T61.877 statute acres, of wmcli 463,56i are calllvatca 
land.

Antrim is rsmartabie as well for the extraordinary 


fertility of Its soil aa for Ihe wildnass aad baautv of 
its scenery. The whole western district of th3 
county, from Ltabarn to Port Kush, bordenna upon 
the county of Londonderry, the river Bairn anil 
Loagu Seagi, Is, for the most part, level, aad Is by 
far the most fertile part of Antrim. The eastern 
division, oezinmng at Carnckterzus anil runuiaz up 
to the Giant's Causeway, including a wide o-eadttt 
of land from the coast inwards, is sooie wtut moun- 
taluous, ana has some very wild, romantic scenery.

Though, as I have said, tlie landlords of Antrim 
arc good, still some cases uf harshness take place 
suiong them from tttna to nine. One case of evic- 
tion, l heard, occurred on the estate of n nooleraan 
wnu was until then reclconea io oe one ot the best 
landlords iu Ulster. Ttiis nobleman was anxious to 
enlarge tils own private estate, and in urder to effect 
this purpose he evicted a teaant from 1113 farm aud 
ajded it to his own. The Maryuia of Hertford, who 
is a systematic uoseutee, and who spends an im- 
mense revenue out of tne country in which It is 
made, is. I am told, a very harsh landlord. I shall 
mere.T introduce an instance or his severity. A gen- 
tleman, called. capiaui Uoiton, Dam. furntsnen aud 
proviued with a staff of leaciiers a school at Largy- 
more, oa ths properly ot the Marquis of licrclord. 
He built tne scuoul entirely at Ins own expeuse. and 
inaiutaiueJ it aa an educational institute for the 
children oi tne neighborhood fur the period of twen- 
ty-seven years. At nw death tiie ttev. &ir. C.rake, a 
l*resbytenau clergyman, auu one or two otuers 
were appointed trustees ol tne school, and its 
management was, or course, placed entirely in their 
bauds. 
Hut tne 
Marquis of Hertford did not 
approve ot" thiy- Ue immediately Sougut and ob- 
tained an ejectment decree against tne trustees aud 
got tue school into his own possession. It is a fact 
worth* or remanc that tne exccut.ou of tue deerea 
was postponed until alter the caauty Autnm elec- 
tion. Tne sale of ihesciioui. which was at oue time 
In contemplation oy the Maryuis. having beuu 
abandoned, the building at present reuialtiB oa his 
bauds. A few days a,{o he ouered, through hia 
agent, to purchase tne desks, loruis. maps and the 
other school requisites from the trustees; but tue 
Kev. Mr. Clarice oherea ihe luruituie or tlie scnonl 
tj the Marquis on the condition tuattiie aged, but 
enic.eut. teacher and his daughter would oe uiiowea 
to retain tue positions they have so long uelu m the 
school. But tuis benevolent request was denied, 
and the school is now c.oscd. To prevent such 
outrages as these will be the duty ol the Euglisu 
government during me coming session of 1'ania- 
tucnt. The vast majority of Irish landlords, bad as 
tney are. would nut ue guiity of sucu a Uagraut act 
of injustice as the auove; but there are many, of 
them who wouU, 1 verily believe, be capable of 
doing anvihim,'.
